Steven Levi, w ell known local 
Indian boy, who left the Village 
two years ago on his 18th birth­ 
day, Sept. 30, 1942, to join the 
United States M arine Corps, has 
been killed in action on Saipan, 
his mother, Mrs. Fannie Marcus

Court, was notified by the w ar 
departm ent this week. 
Born on the Torres reservation 
near Indio, the boy was brought 
up in Palm Springs, going to 
grade schools here and later to 
Banning high school where he 
graduated. 
As a mem ber , of the M arine 
Signal Corps, he saw much of the 
fihting in the Pacific theater of 
operations but escaped unscathed 
until the Saipan battle. 
Memorial services will be held

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Should Utility Rates Be Reduced 
When you read that the State Railroad Commis 
sion has proposed the reduction of public utility 
rates in California by the total amount of excess' 
profits taxes paid to the federal government and, 
further, to explore the desirability of lowering all 
utility rates by some portion of the tax increases 
brought about by the war, you may feel like shout­ 
ing “Hurray”; but wait a minute—is it really ad­ 
visable? 
In the first place the utility companies maintain 
the proposal would in part circumvent the govern­ 
ment’s war financing program, since the current 
excess profits taxation program was devised as a 
means of siphoning off any outlandish war profits 
for the benefit of the war effort. 
They also claim no real saving is offered the 
public by the proposal. Nothing can altar the fact 
that the people of this nation must eventually pay 
the war bill. Everyone realizes that federal reve­ 
nue conies from direct and indirect taxes. If fed­ 
eral revenue from war taxes declines, some substi­ 
tute tax will be devised. 
They, likewise, assert post-war jobs are threat-j_ 
ened by the proposal. Public utilities are among 
the heaviest employers of labor in the state. This 
proposal seriously jeopardizes their ability to re­ 
sume large scale employment after the war. 
There can be little doubt that the use of public 
utilities has greatly increased due to the war, while, 
at the same time, company payrolls have decreas­ 
ed; also, that companies have been unable to make 
needed improvements and to expand, which has 
resulted in greater profits. However, this expan­ 
sion and improvements must come after the war 
and to this end profits must be laid aside now.

Army Corps has been launched by the War Department and special­ 
ist enlisted men and women are to be used in streamlining the new 
recruiting drive. 


Bear's Love of 
Sweets Causes 
Damage to Apiary 
Although beekeepers in the 
Millard Canyon area on the 
north side of the San Gor- 
gonio Pass, have been pester­ 
ed by bears on and off for the 
past 10 years, Mrs. Cora I. 
Baisel of 3337 Eighth street, 
Riverside, who has maintain­ 
ed an apiary in Snow Creek 
Canyon on the south side of 
the Pass, has never had her 
beehives raided by a bear. 
That is, she hadn’t until last 
week—and then the unexpec­ 
ted happened. 
Last week, Mrs. Baisel vis­ 
ited her apiary and found 20 
riddled stands and b e a r 
tracks showing very plainly 
in the sand. The total damage 
is in excess of $200. 
District Ranger H. D. Jones 
stationed at Idyllwild, be­ 
lieves this is the same bear 
that has made several visits 
to apairies on the north side. 
He remarked, “We wonder if 
anyone thought he was seeing 
pink elephants when Old 
Bruin crossed Highway 99?” 


Two Camp Haan men and a 
Wac have been called upon to 
aid the new drive and will de­ 
vote their abilities to bringing 
more women into the Wac at a 
time the War Department des­ 
cribes as a “critical period of the 
war.” 
Pvts. Jack Easton and Arnold 
Blitz and Wac Pvt. Winifred D. 
Carr qualified on the basis of 
their organizing ability, have 
been transferred to help push 
the accelerated campaign. 
The new drive, spurred by 
Gen. Dwight Eisenhower’s state­ 
m ent—“It’s all over but the fight­ 
ing”—will call upon American 
women to fill non-combantant po­ 
sitions to release more men for 
the fighting fronts. 
Supervision of all Ninth Service 
Command Wac recruiting activity 
will be exercised by a separate 
Wac recruiting branch which has 
been established in the office of 
the service command director of 
personnel at Salt Lake City. 


Chief of the new branch which 
will handle the drive is Lt. Col. 
Harry K. Lawton, who has served 
since early this year with the re­ 
cruiting and induction branch at 
Service Command Headquarters. 
“American young women need 
only to know how great is the 
need and they will contribute 
whatever they can toward the 
winning of the war,” Col. Law­ 
ton said. 
Some 22,000 women are needed 
by the Medical Corps alone, to as­ 
sist in caring for the hundreds 
of causalties returning to Army 
hospitals over the entire coun­ 
try, the Surgeon General’s Office 
has announced. 
Laboratory, dental, and surgical 
technicians, physical therapists, 
occupational therapists, nurses 
aides, pharmacists, and psychia­ 
trists must be supplied, and the 
Army is now providing special­ 
ized training in these fields, Col. 
Lawton declared.

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LOANS FOR FAMILY FARMS 
California has been allocated 
$720,221 for tenant purchase loans 
which are also open to returning 
veterans who can qualify. This 
amount is for the fiscal year and 
is approtioned from the $15,000,­ 
000 made available for the nation. 
The loans are made for family- 
type farms, and they are repay­ 
able over a period of 40 years at 
3 per cent interest. Farm Secur­ 
ity Administration processes and 
administers the loans under the 
Bankhead-Jones F a r m Tenant 
Act. 


No loans will be made in areas 
where farms cannot be purchased 
on the basis of long-time earn­ 
ings.
